m onths 


Mr Sag e had o n ly been confined to his bed, h o w ev e, or tw o days, 
and it has been generally believed that he would ultimately be able 


to be about again, although his great a g e — L e w as born in 1816— was 


a handicap which the physicians fully realized. 
His devoted wife was 
at the bedside w hen the end came, as was her brother, Colonel J. J. 


Slocum, and the Rev. R o b ert Leetch. 


Sage was one of the w o r ld ’s richest men, and was noted for his 


unusual frugality. 


Mir. Sag e a w o k e in a much w e akened condition that w as anticipat­ 


ed. 
Dr. J. 
Carl J a new ay, of N e w Y o r k , called about 9 o ’clock and 


found his condition m ost alarming. 
T h e y told m e m b e rs of the fa m ­ 
ily tim* it would be n e cess ary to exercise the greatest care with the
